Leslie Jensen, an Army 
officer in the Pacific during World 
W ar Two, saying: 
“Would deeply appreciate any 
help you can give Sen.

( Albert) W edemeyer, an old and 
trusted friend, to confer with you. 
Cordial regards.” 
It was the first tim e MacArthur 
had taken sides directly against 
Eisenhower.

“ There is no statute that express­ 
ly authorizes the President to take 
I possession of property as he did 
here. 
“ Nor is there any act of Congress 
to which our attention has been di­ 
rected from which such a power 
can fairly be implied.” 
No Alternative 
In issuing his strike call today, 
Murray at the sam e time asked the 
steel companies to resume collec­ 
tive bargaining. 
But Murray also made clear that 
the union still stands on the term s

Religion Is Essential 
To Education, Bishop 
Noa Tells Graduates

Rev. James Bell, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, told 
the members of 
the 
graduating 
class of the Escanaba High School 
in a 
Baccalaureate sermon 
last 
night that it is their responsibility 
to work for moral 
righteousness

ment of mankind. 
“It is your duty 
to contribute 
more to the world in the course of 
your lifetime than you take from 
it.” the speaker told the seniors. 
In

introductory 
remarks. 
Rev. Bell 
emphasized

seniors are different in many ways 
from young men and 
women 
of 
similar age throughout the world. 
Well-Fed, Well-Sheltered 
“You are different because you 
are of the white race although this j 
in itself does not make you super- I 
ior,” the speaker said. He said that 
there are three colored persons in 
the world for each white person. 
“You are different because you 
are well fed. One-third of the 
world’s population is starving al­ 
th o r n the world produces suffi­ 
cient feed to feed everyone if the 
food supply were 
properly 
dis­ 
tributed. 
“You are different because you 
are well-sheltered 
and 
have 
a 
comfortable 
bed 
in 
which 
to 
sleep. A million people in Calcutta 
alone will sleep on the streets to­ 
night ” 
“Rev. Bell reported that condi­ 
tions of overcrowding exist in the 
United States, too, citing as an ex­ 
ample the overcrowding by 
Ne­ 
groes in Harlem 
where 
families 
are forced to subdivide a single 
room. He said that 
it would 
be 
possible for the entire 160.000.000 
Americans to live in the lower half 
of Manhattan Island if they crowd­ 
ed together as do the Negroes in 
Harlem. 
“You are different because you 
have had educational 
advantages 
not available to a majority of the 
people of the world. One-half 
of 
the world’s two billion persons are 
illiterate.” 
“A Task to Perform” 
Rev. Bell told the seniors that 
the advantages

bring responsibilities. 
“You have a task to 
perform. 
You must lead the world to a bet­ 
ter life, 
to 
contribute

Important Conservation Bills 
Still Await Action In Congress 
I 
T will be extrem ely 
unfortunate 
if. in 
the rush for adjournm ent 
before 
tile 
political conventions. Congress 
fails 
to 
take action on some of the wlrilife conser­ 
vation legislation now pending. 
Conservation measures seldom are list­ 
ed among the “m ust” legislation 
and in 
the rush for congressional 
adjournment, 
it is not unlikely that the wildfowl con­ 
servation bills may get lost in the shuffle. 
Of particular concern Is the status of 
the Key deer of Florida. These animals 
are threatened with extinction and it has 
been urgently proposed that Congress act 
to set up a refuge for their preservation. 
Only about 50 of the little deer, smallest 
race of deei 
in 
America, are still living. 
Unless Congress enacts this legislation at 
the present session, it is not in conceivable 
that the Key deer will be doomed to ex­ 
tinction before another Congress meets 
and handles the problem. 
Another conservation bill of great in­ 
terest to sportsmen and of particular in­ 
terest to the residents of the Upper Pen­ 
insula of Michigan is the Tackett bill, de­ 
signed to solve an acute problem in the 
National Forests. 
Last year 30 million Americans crowded 
into the National Forests in 
search 
of 
hunting, fishing and other recreation. The 
U. S. Forest Service has no funds to cope 
with these crowds 
to improve game and 
fish habitat. 
The Tackett bill would set 
aside 
ten 
percent of receipts from timber sales and

other National Forest operations tor 
a 
program of wildlife and recreational de­ 
velopment. A hearing was held by the 
House 
Committee 
oil 
Agriculture, 
at 
which overwhelming support was register­ 
ed, but nothing further has been done. 
Still another urgently needed conserva­ 
tion legislation pending is the bill to ex­ 
tend the Water Pollution Control Act of 
1948. Important parts of the federal pro­ 
gram for cleaner waters will die next year 
unless Congress extends the law. 
A 
states-nghts 
conservation 
issue 
of 
much importance is the bill of Sen. Willis 
Robertson of Virginia to recognize the his- 
torc authority of the states over resident 
wildlife. 
Prompted by abuse of game 
and 
fish 
regulations on federal 
military 
reserva­ 
tions, the Robertson bill simply 
would 
guarantee that any hunting or fishing on 
federal lands must be done in accordance 
with state law. It has been endorsed by 
all state game and fish administrators and 
many sportsmen’s clubs in the country. 
A Senate committee held a brief hearing 
on the bill and then forgot it. 
Action in these measures can be secured 
only 
if 
conservation-minded 
persons 
throughout the country w rite to their con­ 
gressmen and demand action now. 


Big Hand Given 
General Ridgway 


TNECAUSE of the changes in the Social 
Security law which went into effect 
Jan. I, 1951, individuals planning to re­ 
tire from employment this year should 
consult the Social Security office for ad­ 
vice before m aking a decision. 
The Social Security 
agency 
has 
a 
branch office in Escanaba and it is a 
simple m atter to secure information as to 
the most advantageous time to file 
a 
claim. 
Two methods of figuring 
benefits 
on 
Social Security claims are provided as a 
result of the amendments to the 
Social 
Security law. 
Persons now eligible for Social Security 
benefits 
will receive payments sooner by 
filing their claims now, but for many of 
ihem it may be advisable to wait a few 
months so that their benefits payments 
will be larger. This is particularly im port­ 
ant to those nearing the age of 65 or those 
beyond the age of 65 who have not yet re ­ 
tired. 
In the case of self-employed persons, 
covered under the act for the first time 
as a result of the revision of the Social 
Security law', it will be better to delay 
filing a claim for benefits until after the 
end of this year. 
The logical course of action is for each 
individual contemplating retiring to dis­ 
cuss the situation at the Social Security 
office before deciding whether to file a 
claim now or w hether 
to wait 
a 
few 
months. 
In the case of present beneficiaries, the 
new method of determining benefits does 
not apply. 


/GENERAL RIDGWAY justifiably gained 
widespread praise in Washington for 
the forthright way in which he presented 
all the issues surrounding the Korean w’ar 
and the future of Japan.

After what happened at the Michigan 
State's prison, the words of that song are 
likely to stick in the throats of anyone but 
jailbirds. 
The deputy warden at the prison, w'ho 
calls himself Dr. Fox and is said to rate as 
a psychiatrist, 
loudly spoke his applause 
when the authorities found it necessary to 
abjectly su n ender to the rioters. He hailed 
the victors all right, calling them heroes 
and characterized their uprising as presag­ 
ing "a new era of good, sound interrela­ 
tionships between inmates and adm inistra­ 
tion in American prisons.” 
One of the burlesques appeared when 
the guards refused to longer patrol 
cell 
blocks in their unarm ed state. They did not 
want to be grabbed off as hostages again. 
So the warden provided them with armed 
state policemen. Tile next demand of the 
convicts on their forthcoming not should 
be that no state policemen bearing arms be 
permitted to accompany a guard, or, per­ 
haps better still, that everyone be disarm ­ 
ed except the inmates. 
There is no need for aliens to make de­ 
mands upon the government as long as 
hardened criminals, some of them as crazy 
as loons, can beat a great American com­ 
monwealth to its knees. 


The Doctor Says ... 


Chances Of Multiple Births 


Greater as Mothers Near 40

twins, tnplets, and even quadruplets who 
are born and she wonders ii these are m - 
ci easing. 
This i" indeed an interesting subject, but 
n pa as I know there is no reason to be­ 
lieve that the frequency of plural births is 
inn easing. 
The only thing that may be influencing 
this picture is that there seems to be a 
f e a t e r chance of having more than one 
child at a single birth as the mother get.' 
older, at least until about the age of 35 to 
39. 
lf more women of this age bracket are I 
having children, there could, therefore, be J 
a slight increase in the number of multiple 
births. 
A‘ lim igs stand today, twins are born 
once in about 90 births. 
The chalices of having triplets are, of 
course, much less than having twins, and 
this occurs in about one in 94U0 confine­ 
ments 
The likelihood of giving birth to 
quadruplet* is even less, 
namely 
about 
one in 620,000, which means that four or 
five sets of quadruplets would be born in 
Ute United States each year. 
Tho iubject o f tho chanco* of having 


multiple children at one birth cannot be 
dismissed without referring to quintuplets, 
or five. So far as this w riter knows, only 
two seis ot quintuplets have survived past 
infancy. 
This is not surprising since it has been 
estimated that quintuplets can be expect­ 
ed about once in 57 million confinements. 
There are two kinds of twins. Fraternal 
twins are the result ut the fertilization of 
tw'o eggs. Such twins may be ot the same 
oi of opposite 'ex. Except tor having iden­ 
tical birthdays, they may be as different 
from each other as any other brothers or 
sisters, both physically and mentally 
MOST BORN PREMATURELY 
Identical twins are the result of the fer­ 
tilization of a single egg which later di­ 
vides. Identical twins are always of the 
same sex and are much alike in both phy­ 
sical and mental characteristics. In minor 
respects one is the mirror image ot the 
other. 
There are apparently about a fourth as 
many identical twins as fraternal twins. 
There is a tendency tor twins and othei 
multiple children ♦o be born prematurely 
This means that they a»e comparatively 
poorly developed at the time of birth and 
therefore have a decreased chance of liv­ 
ing past infancy. 


Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON — General 
Eisenhower 
had planned to make only one 
or 
two 
speeches when he got home. Inside reason 
for his change of plans in order to speak 
June 14 in Detroit is a political battle be­ 
tween tw o giant auto companies. 
Caught 
light in the middle, like a pedestrian in the 
center of the road not knowing which way 
to jump, is Republican national committee­ 
man A rthur Summerfield. 
On 
one 
side the hapless Summerfield 
faced Chrysler, which wants Taft for Pres­ 
ident. On the other side he faced the Ford 
Motor Com party, which likes Ike. Summer­ 
field himself is a General Motors man, be­ 
ing one of the biggest Chevrolet dealers in 
the world. But as chief Republican leader 
for Michigan, 
he gets lots of help from 
both Ford and Chrysler; so. belatedly and 
after starting out as a Taft man, he's now’ 
trying to wralk the white line between the 
two. 
Summerfield first lound himself pres­ 
sured by Chrysler’s finance chairman, B. 
E. Hutchinson, w’ho suggested that Sum­ 
merfield ought to do something for Taft. 
So with an eye on the fat Chrysler purse. 
Summerfield arranged for G eneral Mac­ 
A rthur to invade Michigan, w’here he made 
his famous speech that no general ought to 
be President. 
( 
This was a direct slap at Eisenhower and 
so intended. As such, it w'as resented by 
Henry Ford II, who promptly sent word to 
Summ erfield that he might as wrell 
not 
come around for campaign contributions 
from Ford unless he made amends for the 
M acA rthur visit. Additional 
pressure 
to 
have Ike visit Michigan came 
from 
ex- 
Studebaker boss Paul Hoffman and Arthur 
Vandenberg, Jr., both 
Eisenhower 
cam- 
caigners. 
Result was Summerfield’* hasty invita­ 
tion to Ike to make a major address in De­ 
troit. 
STEEL WORRIES 
Government 
officials 
w’ho visited the 
United Steelworkers convention in Phila­ 
delphia last month are literally sitting on 
pins and needles until the Supreme Court 
hands down its decision on the President’s 
right to seize the steel industry. 
What they know is that if the Supreme 
Court decides against 
the 
government, 
there will be an immediate, all-out shut­ 
down between the union and the steel in­ 
dustry. This will close down steel produc­ 
tion tor the entire nation tighter than a 
drum. 
Reason they know this is the tight-lipped 
sentim ent of steel workers. 
M any of them are ready to go further 
than Phil Murray, in fact have chafed at 
M urray’s patience. 
Bitterness is so deep-rooted, government 
observers have reported 
to 
the 
White 
House, that if the President invokes the 
T aft-H artley act calling for 
an 
80-day 
cooling-off period, the union would not ob­ 
serve it. They argue that they have already 
postponed the strike more than 80 days. 
Union men seem especially to be itching 
for a fight with the giant U S. Steel Cor­ 
poration. They say a showdown has been 
brewing for some time, that they might as 
well battle it through to the end. 
U. S. STEEL VIEWPOINT 
On tne other end of the steel-crisis pic- 
tuie, observers have noted a similar tough­ 
ness on Hie part of U. S. Steel, biggest pro­ 
ducer in the world and bellwether of the 
industry. 
This is a change from U. S. Steel policy 
a lew’ years ago, when 
Myron 
Taylor, 
chairm an of the board, and Edward Stet- 
tinius, its president, amazed the rest of the 
steel industry by signing a union contract 
with labor. This cooperative policy toward 
labor was attributed in part to 
Phesident 
Roosevelt's friendship with Taylor, 
who 
later became ambassador to the Vatican: 
and Stettinius, 
whose father had served 
with Roosevelt in the Wilson 
administra­ 
tion. Later young Stettinius became FDR’s 
secretary of state. 
At that time also the J. P. Morgan Com­ 
pany, which dominates U. S. Steel, was in 
turn dominated by the late Thomas W. La­ 
mont and had been influenced by Dwight 
Morrow, both politically liberal bankers. 
Since then, however, Enders Voorhees, a 
tight-fisted New York Dutchman, has be­ 
come the J. P. Morgan m an who chiefly 
guides the destinies of U. S. Steel as chair­ 
man ct its finance committee. 
Further­ 
more. the Morgan firm, since the death of 
Dwight Morrow' and the elder Lamont, has 
sw une away from its 
onetime 
business 
liberalism. 
So the die may be cast for one of the 
toughest showdowns in recent labor his­ 
tory between one of the most powerful 
unions and one of the biggest corporations 
in the world — if and w hen the Supreme 
Court rules.

As a tribute of gratitude to the 
valor and genius of this great leader, the 
citizens of Rome made Junius the

consul of the city and gave Ins name to the 
sixth month—at that time,

month—of the year. Our present spelling 
June — did not become common until die 
seventeenth century. 
The days of the week, in Roman times, 
followed a system worked out by Egyptian 
astronomers, and each day was supposed 
to be ruled in turn by one of the maim 
planets. In that system. Saturday, ruled bv 
the planet Saturn, was the first day of the 
week. The second day w a s ruled bv the 
sun, which was then supposed to be a hug'.* 
planet revolving about tile earth. And the 
third day*was ruled by the moon. 
The Latin name for this second day wa , 
therefore, “dies Solis," day of the sun. And 
the third day was "dies lunar," day of tin* 
moon. 
To rename th e e names in fin* Teutonic 
languages was no problem. 
Unlike 
the 
names of the other planets, these did not 
have the names of Roman gods tor which 
equivalent native gods were to be sought. 
Accordingly, “dies Solis," when translated, 
became ••wnnandaeg" in Old English, and

opinion bv Justice Black separate 
concurring opinions were w ritten 
by Justices Frankfurter, Douglas, 
Clark, Jackson and Burton.

In his dissent. Vinson said the

In the field of housing, the bill 
continues the same benefits 
as

direct housing loans in non-m etro ­ 
politan areas. 
But it calls for such loans to be 
withheld unless new construction
